To Russ On Berlin Crisis 


MOSCOW, Saturday, (P)- 
United States, Britain and 
France gave their reply to the 
Soviet Union on the Berlin and 
other questions in a _ three-hour 
interview with Soviet Foreign 
last night.

WASHINGTON ® — Like a 
stern but not too hopeful parent, 
the federal communications com- 
mission shook a warning finger to- 
day at the .get-rich-quick radio 
programs popping out all over the | 
dial. 

The station - licensing agency | 
said disapprovingly that “an al- | 
most infinite number’ of these 
border on “illegal lotteries or gift | 
enterprises.” 

So the commission announced a | 
set of proposed new regulations | 
aimed at curbing, if not eliminat- 
ing, many of the programs cur- | 
rently offering fabulous. cash, | 
travel and merchandise gifts to 
lucky listeners. 

In essence, the rules say there. 
must be no more such give-aways 
based in any way “upon lot or 
chance.” Nor can the winners be 
required to (a) furnish any money | 
or any other thing of value, (b) 
possess the sponsored product, or 
(c) be or have been listening—or 
viewing—the program in question.

Is there any real objection to the Pacific Electric Railway 


Co. changing its mode of power from electricity to diesel- 


electric engines? ; 

The Pacific Electric service here has been the subject 
of many meetings, conferences and complaints for years. 
Property owners near and adjacent to the right-of-way have 
repeatedly reported damage to their houses because of the 
tumble of the freight cars. Diesel engines were used during 
the war period to help pull the heavy freight trains and at 
times the protests from property owhers became very fre- 
quent. 

The company, however, emphatically contends that use 
of diesel-electric engines is an improved means of locomo- 
tion and it would like to get the city to change the present 
ordinance to permit them. Just to prove the diesels should 
be acceptable, the company will make a test run next Thurs- 
day evening. The city councilmen will have their ears 
turned toward the right-of-way for this test and then await 
the reaction of the general public. 

If the new diesels actually are an improvement, then 
everyone should welcome the change. ' 

At the same time the Pacific Electric Co. must realize 
that cooperation works both ways. The company’s attitude 
has been a stumbling block in the proposed extension of 
“C" street east from Third avenue to Sixth avenue. The 
company owns property near Sixth avenue on which is 
Placed section-hand houses.

United Nations Proves 


It Can Stop Minor War 


Out of the gloom of the current controversy between 
Two Worlds, a shaft of light has penetrated to make even the 
most pessimistic observer hope that the United Nations may 
yet become the force for peace that its founders believed 
it would be. 

That shaft of light was arrestment of the Palestine war. 
Here was a three-alarm fire burning with the fury of un- 
reconciled national aspirations. Here was bombing and 
shooting on a scale that sooner or later must have drawn 
bigger nations into its vortex. And here the United Nations 
achieved the greatest triumph of its short career as referee 
of international justice. 

The United Nations brought peace to Palestine — a 
troubled peace, to be sure, on a basis of a plain ultimatum 
to both Jews and Arabs. And with the smoke of battle 
cleared, purmanent settlement of the Holy Land issue may be 
achieved. 

By its success in Palestine, the United Nations has im- 
measurably strengthened its hand as a guiding force in the 
amicable settlement of dangerous disputes between Nations. 
Russian attempts to force the Western Democracies out of 
Berlin may soon confront the organization with another: and 
far more vital test of its effectiveness. 

In any settlement, much will depend on the attitude of 
Russia. If Russia really wants to Provoke war, nothing can 
stay her hand. 

One thing, however, is clear as a result of the Palestine 
development. The stock of the United Nations has gone up. 
It's been a good investment to date, and well worth specu- 
lating on in the future,

The current war scare over Ber- 
lin has abated, but it is safe to 


predict that there will be no gen- | 


eral settlement emerging from the 
conversations in Moseow or any 
conference that may follow it. 

The idea that the Soviet Union 
could be diverted from its objec- 
tives by a “show of force” has 
failed. “Shows of force” by democ- 
racies are not force and no demo- 
cratic government Gelivers a posi- 
tive ultimatum, rejection of which 
would mean war. The American 
attitude in Berlin has been that 
the Soviets are bluffing. The Sov- 
iets have, however, made a test 
of how much we would stand, and 
have discovered we will stand al- 
most, anything for the sake of 
peace. The end of the American 
defiance has been a visit te Mos- 
cow. This can only conceivably end 
in a Soviet victory or anothe 
stalemate. 


A Soviet victory that could be 
presented as a compromise would 
be an arrangement whereby the 
Soviets supply Berlin, while ad- 
mitting taken shipments of food 
from the west, and permitting 
a token force of the western 
powers to remain in the city. Also, 
the Soviets would obtain a voice 
in the management of the Ruhr 
and a suspension of plans for a 
western German state, perhaps in

conceded; and the Russians will

Chaffey’s bus drivers, the ma- 
jority being Chaffey college 
men, Mr. Epperson points out, 
must pass a physical examina- 
tion, hold a chaiuffeur’s license, 
and check out with the Cali- 
fornia Highway patrol. 

New drivers, unfamiliar with 
the Chaffey district, will run 
their routes several times be- 
fore school opens. And to make 
their training even more com- 
plete, Chaffey bus drivers this 
fall must qualify for a first aid 
certificate within three months 
after school opens. : 

Bus routes, Mr. Epperson ex- 
plains, are built up according 
to need. The new year will 
start with the routes which 
were in use the previous June. 
A month aftem school opens, 
when passenger loads have sta- 
bilized, adjustments are made. 

To give even better service 
to Fontana students attending 
Chaffey—there are between 700 
and 800 hauled every day from 
the Fontana area—Mr. Epper- 
son this summer has re-routed 
the 15 or 16 trips made daily to 
that part of the district. Ob- 
jectives were to eliminate cross-' 
ing of routes and to avoid down- 
town traffic congestion at Ar- 
row and Sierra avenues. 

Overhaul, a year-round task, 
goes into high gear during sum- 
mer months, when the big yel- 
low buses stand in the sheds. 
Head Mechanic Smith and his 
men do engine, body and inter- 
ior repairs, and all major over- 
hauls as required. 

They're responsible for main- 
tenance and constant upkeep on 
Chaffey’s transportation fleet: 
32 buses (next year), 5 trucks, 
3 panels, pick-up, and eight 
passenger cars. 

The people of the Chaffey dis- 
trict, who are the real owners 
and operators of this transpor- 
tation system, have reason to 
be proud, for the cost of oper- 
ation is low and the safety rec- 
ord is remarkable. 

They may remember, too, that 
during the last three decades, 
this system has permitted the 
transport of students of a large 
rural area to the Chaffey cam- 
pus, where facilities and fac- 
ulty comparable to those of the 
large city high schools, have 
been developed.
